4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to anticipate or render obvious a stabilizer bar having a rotor and piston provided in a 
housing, wherein the opposing faces of the rotor and piston are provided with cooperating ramps 
relative rotation of which displaces fluid from the housing to a valve, and in particular a 
rheological fluid.
